DR. SHEARAN'S DUSTER

Circuit Judge Witthaus Refuses 
Retrial of County Hospital 
Action.

An ouster verdict returned March | 


7 by a jury against Dr. Edwin L. 
Sheahan, superintendent of St. 
Louis County Hospital, was sus- 
tained at Clayton today by Circuit 
Judge John A, Witthaus, who de- 
nied a motion for a new trial and 
ordered the superintendent’s re- 
moval from office. 

The Court did not indicate wheth- 
er the ‘removal would be forthwith 
nor whether a successor would be 
appointed immediately by the Court, 
as provided by law. | 

County Counselor John E. Moon- 
ey, attorney for Dr. Sheahan, said 
he would appeal. The Court al- 
lowed him until May 2 for filing 
of an appeal motion. 

In arguments on the new trial 
motion, March 21, Mooney had chal- 
lenged the jurisdiction of Circuit 
Court, contending the statute on 
quo warranto proceedings applied 
only to elective and appointive of- 
ficers and that Dr. Sheahan was 
not an officer but an employe of 
the County Court. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
John Wolfe who, with Prosecuting 
Attorney C. Arthur Anderson, had 
filed and prosecuted the ouster suit, 
argued that the statute referred to 
all officers paid with county funds 
and that the superintendent was an 
officer, with power to hire and fire 
employes. 

The jury verdict was returned 
after a six-day trial in which tes- 
timony of physicians, employes, 
former patients and others was 
heard in connection with Ander- 
son's charges that Dr. Sheahan had 
been guilty of wilful neglect of 
duty. 

Under the law a temporary super- 
intendent will be appointed by 
Judge Witthaus pending action by 
the Supreme ‘Court on Dr. Shea- 
han's appeal, 


JEW IN BROWN PANTS JAILED 


Nazis Charge Garb Might Be Con- 
fused With Uniform. 


BERLIN, April 6. — The news- 


paper Frankische Tages-Zeitung 
says a Nurnberg court sentenced a 
Jewish cattle dealer to six weeks’ 
imprisonment for wearing brown 
trousers. 

The court ruled that a Jew may 
not wear brown trousers because 
they might be confused with the 
uniform of the Nazi Storm Troop- 
ers. The defendant pleaded he had 


worn them for many years and that 


all cattle dealers in the district 
customarily wear brown trousers 
while working.

Florida Jurist by Former 
Law Partner.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Coun- 
sel for U. 8S. District Judge Halsted 
L. Ritter of Florida contended; in 
his Senate impeachment trial to- 
day, that the $7500 received by the 
Judge in 1929 from the late J, R. 
Francis of Michigan, was a gift, on 
which no income tax was due. The 
House prosecution charges the 
Judge made no tax return on the 
$7500 he received after going on 
the bench. 

Frank P. Walsh, defense counsel, 
told the Senate that Francis, an old 
friend of the Judge, asked him to 
purchase a lot for him in Florida 
and gave him $7500 for the purpose. 
He said the Judge had performed 
several services for the Francis 
family and when Francis died in 
1931 Mrs. Francis presented the lot 
to the Judge as a “gift.” 

Walsh said revenue officers ques- 
tioned Judge Ritter about the 
money in 1933 and “all the facts 


were laid” before them then. He 
said he did*net*know Ww “ARY 
other action was contemplated in 
that connection, but was willing *o 
fight out the issue in the present 
trial. 

Prosecution’s Statement. 

Representative Perkins (Rep.) 
New Jersey, in the opening prose- 
cution for the House managers, 
said that “in the secrecy of his 
chambers,” Ritter had received at 
various times “dishonest money” 
amounting to $4500, from A. L. 
Rankin, a former law partner, in 
connection with receivership of the 
Whitehall Hotel at West Palm 
Beach. 

He referred briefly to the fact 
the House managers had had cer- 
tain charges of misconduct strick- 
en from the articles to “save the 
time of the Senate” and expense of 
bringing a great number of wit- 
nesses. But the charges of miscon- 
duct against the Judge, he insisted, 
were not diminished. 

Immediately Walsh replied that 
representatives of the jurist had 
“interviewed everyone of the wit- 
nesses” involved in the two items 
stricken out of the seventh articles. 

“Every man they had on record,” 
he said, “refused to say a word 
against that man. They said his 
conduct was absolutely meticulous 
in that case.” 

The case to which he referred 
was that of an injunction case in 
volving the Florida Power & Light 
Co. and the City of Miami, about 
which charges of misconduct first 
had been filed, then withdrawn. 

Walsh said simiiar statements 
had come from witnesses in the 
charges of misconduct in connec- 
tion with receivership of the Trust 
Company of Florida, also dropped 
by the House managers. 


Income Tax Statements. 


Perkins contended that in addi- 
tion to illicit receipts of fees and 
illegal practice of law, Ritter had 
failed to declare full income tax 
statements for 1929 and 1930. 

In 1929, he declared, Judge Rit- 
ter’s income had been $11,000 or 
$12,000 above his salary as Judge, 
and yet he had “filed no tax re- 
turn.” 

In 1930, Perkins went on, the 
Judge’s income was $5200 above his 
judgeship salary. . 

“We say he should be impeached, ’ 
he summarized, adding, “He is not 
fit to serve on the bench.” 

Walsh contended the $4500 Ran- 
kin paid Judge Ritter was for the 
latter’s interest in the law firm at 
the time it was dissolved. 

At the time Ritter left the firm to 
go on the bench, the defense atto:- 
ney said, 54 cases were left undis- 
posed of as far as collection of fees 
was concerned. 

“Prosperous From Start.” 

He denied the firm did a small 
business, saying it was “prosper- 
ous” from the start and at the time 
of Ritter’s appointment they were 
maintaining a “modern, well 
equipped office.” 

He said Ritter’s average income 
over a period of years was $30,000, 
with $10,000 the lowest and. $80,000 
the highest. Ritter went to Florida

Note Says ‘‘It Looks Like 
There Ig Nothing in Life, 
but Abuse for Me and 
Baby.” 


Mrs. Myrle Horn, 33 years old, 
ended her life and that of her 10- 
year-old daughter, Shirley, by gas 


in their home at 809 North Eighth 
street, East St. Louis, last night, 
while brooding over the most re- 
cent of a series of quarrels with 
her husband. 

The husband, Henry Horn, a la- 
borer at the National Stockyards, 
found the bodies at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning when he _ returned 
home after spending the night with 
his wife’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hershel E. Allen, 810 St. Clair ave- 
nue, 

Horn told police he had had a 
“fuss” with his wife Saturday night, 
and that she locked him out of their 
four-room second floor flat yester- 
day. Finding thé door locked last 
night, he said, he went to the home 
of his wife’s parents, and returned 
to his home this morning, hoping 
to effect a reconciliation. 

Breaks Glass toe Get In. 

The entrance to the flat on the 
first floor was locked, and Horn 
had to break a glass panel to un- 
lock it from the inside. Upstairs 
he found the door closed, but not 
locked, and with rags stuffed into 
the threshold. 

Inside he found the burners of a 
gas stove opened but unlighted. On 
the bed were the bodies of his wife 
and Shirley, her daughter by a pre- 
vious marriage. On the floor near- 
by was the body of their pet dog, a 
white spitz. ' 

Mrs, Horn had written a note, ad- 
dressed to “Mom and Dad,” which 
was left on a dresser. “It looks like 
there is nothing in life but abuse 
for me and baby,” the note said. 
“Better I take her with me.” 

“T want H to know that I was not 
guilty of anything, and that his 
abuse and harsh language is partly 
to blame for this. Please, dear 
mother, forgive me.” 

Note Disposes of Belongings. 

The note directed that Mrs. 
Horn’s mother was to have her 
ring, coat, insurance yelicies and 
whatever else Mrs. Horn had that 
she might want. 

“He isn’t deserving of anything,” 
it added. “He would only spend it 
on gambling and drinking. Please 
forgive me. It is better this way. 
We won't be trouble to anyone else. 
Life has held nothing for me and 
never will.” 

Shirley was a pupil at the Sacred 
Heart Parochial School.

RULES StU GANT STOP 


WITHDRAWAL OF FLNG 


Supreme Court Upholds Pro- 
moter Who Called Back 
Registration When Cited.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—In a 6- 


to-3 decision, which did not pass 
on the constitutionality of the 1933 
Securities Act, the Supreme Court 
ruled against the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission today in its ef- 
fort to compel J. Edward Jones, 
New York promoter, to testify con- 
cerning a proposed $100,000 issue 
of oil securities. 

Jones was within his rights, the 
Court held, in contending that with- 
drawal of his registration statement 
for the stock made it no longer in- 
cumbent on him to respond to the 
demand to testify. 

“We are unable to see,” said the 
majority, in a decision by Justice 
Sutherland, “how any right of the 
general public can be affected by 
the withdrawal of such an applica- 
tion before it has gone into effect. 

“The right of the registrant to 
withdraw his application would 
seem to be as absolute as the right 
of any person to withdraw an un- 
granted application for any other 
form of privilege in respect of 
which he is at the time alone con- 
cerned.” 

The opinion said any tendency 
teward “compulsory _ self-accusa- 
tion,” “unlawful searches and seiz- 
ures” and “unlawful inquisitorial in- 
vestigations’ must be halted. 

Justices Cardozo, Stone and Bran- 
deis, dissenting, maintained that the 
regulation prohibiting a registrant 
from withdrawing a statement once 
placed before the SEC was valid. 

After Jones filed his statement, 
on the day before it was to become 
effective, the SEC: told him the 
statement appeared to inelude un- 
true statements and omitted ma- 
terial facts. Jones was cited to ap- 
pear for hearing before the com- 
mission June 6 to show cause why 
a “stop” order should not be issued. 
Jones did not appear, but his coun- 
sel attempted to withdraw the reg- 
istration statement. 

The Supreme Court ruled that thé 
effectiveness of the registration 
statement had been suspended by 
the action of the commission in is- 
suing a “stop” order. 

The United States District Court 
of Southern New York and the Sec- 
ond Circuit Court of Appeals had 
upheld the Government and ° had 
ruled that Jones should testify.

Hauptmann’s widow accompanied 
Greta Haenckle, a friend of 
Hauptmanns, and a defense witness 
at the Flemington trial, and Defense 
Attorney C. Lloyd Fisher, were 
among 24 persons who attended 
the funeral.

The ashes probably 
will be taken to Germany eventu- 
ally. 

The body was taken to the cre- 
matory chapel in suburban Maspeth 
on Long ‘Island early yesterday.

REPORTER DENIES DATA

Hearst Writer Challenges Au- |’ 


thority to Ask Him About 
Army Supply Story.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The au- 


thority of the House Military Com- 
mittee to elicit information from a 
newspaper reporter regarding the 
background of a story was chal- 
lenged today by Elisha Hanson, 
counsel for Frank C. Waldrop, writ- 
er for the Hearst newspapers. 

Chairman McSwain (Dem.), South 
Carolina, and other committee mem- 
bers, unsuccessfully attempted to

“Upon advice of counsel, I must 
decline to answer,” Waldrop replied 
to all questions. 

In a prépared statement, Hanson 
told the committee he had given 
this advice “for the simple reason 
this committee is not a court and 
can neither try Mr. Waldrop nor 
itself.” Hanson said he fully rec- 
ognized “the right of any congres- 
sional committee to carry on an in- 
vestigation in the aid’ of legisla- 
tion.” He. added: 

“I do not recognize the right of 
any congressional committee, how- 
ever, to summon a newspaper re-

The report was in answer to 
repeated demands by Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, for pub- 
licity on the larger payments. 

Wallace deplored the larger pay- 
ments, but attributed them on pre- 
New Deal conditions. Because of 
“crushing effects” of low prices 
which “squeezed out” many small 
farmers, he said, control of much 
farm land had “fallen into the 
hands of corporations, absentee 
owners and larger operators.” The 
AAA, he held, “arrested this alarm- 
ing development.” 


Big Payment to AAA Alid’s Firm. 

In making his report, Wallace 
withheld the names of all recipi- 
ents, with three exceptions. He 
disclosed that the largest cotton 
rental benefit, $123,747 for 1934, 
went to a Mississippi company 
headed by Oscar Johnston, an AAA 
official. Among the largest cot- 
ton payment recipients in 1933 
were the Mississippi State Peniten- 
tiary which received $43,200 for 
controlling production on its cotton 
acreage, and $25,500 to the Arkan- 
sas State prison. 

Johnston, the report said, is 
manager of the Federal cotton pool 
and has been with AAA since June, 
1933. At that time, Wallace stressed, 
his connection with the private con- 
cern was made a matter of public 
record.

PLASTERING CHARGES 


Five Indicted Contractors Chal- 
lenge Constitutionality of Fed- 
eral Public Works Program. 


A demurrer filed in Federal Court 
today to the recent PWA plastering 
conspiracy indictment challenged 
the constitutionality of the act of 
Congress under which funds for 
public works are furnished and 
contended that the Government 
charges were vague in many re- 
spects. 

The demurrer, to be set for hear- 
ing, was filed by Attorney Walter 
R. Mayne, representing five plas- 
tering contractors, who were 
charged with four union represent- 
atives in a Federal indictment re- 
turned on Feb. 29 with conspiracy 
to defraud the United States by col- 
lusion in fixing excessive prices on 
public works in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County financed in part by 
PWA funds. The contractors 
named in the charge were Peter 
Anderson, Harry Niehaus, Frank 
Rowan, George F. Robertson Jr. 
and John Carroll. 

Basis of Demurrer. 

The indictment failed, according 
to the demurrer, “to set forth facts 
sufficient to show fraud against 
the United States within the mean- 
ing of any statute’on the subject: 
“Does not set forth facts showing 
that the United States engaged in 


‘any lawful function within its pow- 


ers the exercise of which these de- 
fendants conspired to defraud.” 
Title 2 of the act of Congress, 
approved June 16, 1933, under 
which Federal grants were made 
to the City of St. Louis, is invalid 
and contrary to the Constitution of 
the United States, the demurrer 
stated, in the following respects: 
“Tt is contrary to provisions of the

‘Committee Urged to Scrap 


$799,000,000 Program— 
Treasury Officials to Be 
Heard on Needs. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 6. — The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
was urged today by Representative 
Patman (Dem.), Texas, to scrap its 
$799,000,000 tax program while the 
Treasury holds gold which might be 
used as a basis for issuing new cur- 
rency to meet Government expenses. 

The leader of a House currency 
expansion bloc told the committee 
he did not “think it’s right, with all 
this gold idle, to levy any taxes at 
all.” 

The country has the largest sup- 
ply of gold on earth in the Treas- 
ury with title ini the Government 
and it should be used, Patman said, 
within reasonable bounds and lim- 
itations for the issuance of cur- 
rency. 

He placed the amount of gold at 
$10,180,000,000. 

No Committee Jurisdiction. 

Representative Vinson (Dem.), 
Kentucky, reminded Patman that 
“this committee doesn’t have juris- 
diction over currency legislation.” 

“But if this committee fails to 
pass a tax bill,” Patman said, -“an- 
other committee might act.” 

Patman added, however, that the 
new tax program “so far as I know, 
is all right, if you are going to have 
a tax bill.” 

He proposed an amendment to 
tax profits of Federal Reserve 
Banks, ° 

Herman Oliphant, Treasury gen- 
eral counsel, was to have been the 
first witness today, but it was 
agreed that Congressmen would be 
heard, first in order to let them 
attend regular committee meetings 
and the session of the House. 

Dairy Bloc Plea Halted. 


Representative Sauthoff, Wiscon- 
sin Progressive, spokesman for the 
House dairy bloc, was shut off by 
the committee when hersought to 
urge a ffive-cent tax on oleomarge- 
rine, and a 7%-cent levy on all for- 
eign fats and oils. The committee 
voted that its hearings should be 
limited strictly to its new revenue 
program. 

Sauthoff said that if he was pre- 
vented from presenting the view of 
members from dairy regions, he 
was apprehensive that the Senate 
might insert excise taxes on dairy 
products, and that th dairy bloc 
would have no opportunity to voice 
its views, 

Representative Treadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, sought to put 
through a motion to permit Saut- 
hoff to be heard, but the committee 
by an 18-to-7 vote along party lines 
agreed to stand behind its decision 
to limit hearings to the present 
scope of the revenue program. 

Committee members told Sauthoff 
that in the event new processing 
taxes are inserted in the tax bill in 
the Senate, House conferees would be 
glad to have any information that 
the dairy bloc might care to pre- 
sent. Sauthoff said the bloc includ- 
ed about 125 members and repre- 
sented about one-quarter of the na- 
tion’s agricultural interests. 

Wants Data on Finances. 

Representative Treadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, said he wanted to 
ask treasury officials for data on 
Government finances and why the 
Treasury needs the taxes. 

Though business men and indus- 
trial spokesmen have severely criti- 
cised the plan, indications were to- 
day that the program would be 
pushed through the House without 
major changes and that the real 
fight over alterations would be in 
the Senate. 

(Though not yet drafted in bill 
form, the committee program calls 
for a tax on corporation net in- 
come, graduated according to the 


| percentage of profits undistributed

of AAA processing taxes, since in- 
validated by the Supreme Court.) 
Processing Levies Left Out. 

The program does not include the 
new system of processing levies, 
which the President suggested be 
imposed, but authoritative sources 
indicated the administration would 
fight to have these taxes restored 
to the program when it reaches the 
Senate. 

Senate leaders indicated that 
hearings will begin on that side of 
the Capitol as soon as the House 
Ways and Means Committee actual- 
ly drafts the bill. Some critics of 
the plan, notably the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, 
have delayed filing their formal ob- 
jections until the bill is drawn. 

In line with the administration's 
desire for processing levies, AAA 
experts have outlined a tentative 
schedule which would apply the 
taxes to a larger range of commodi- 
ties than was the case under the 
old Agriculture Adjustment Act. 
They are estimated to yield $221,- 
000,000 to $360,000,000 a year. 


Request by Progressives. 
Recalling that President Roosevelt 
in his June, 1935, message to Con- 


gress had advocated taxation of in- 
terest on Government securities, the 
House Wisconsin Progressive dele- 
gation called upon the Ways and 
Means Committee to include repeal 
of this tax exemption in the forth- 
coming revenue bill. 

In a letter to the committee, all 
seven members urged that investors 
in Federal, state and municipal 
bonds be taxed the same as inves- 
tors in non-governmental securi- 
ties. 


Investment in tax-exempt securi- 
ties, the letter said, had increased 
vastly in recent years to an esti- 
mated total of $50,000,000,000, on 
which the interest was estimated 
as $2,000,000,000. 

“If such estimates are correct, the 
holders of tax-exempt securities to 
the number of fifty thousand are en- 
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abled to hold an average amount of 
a million dollars, enjoy an annual 
income of from $30,000 to $40,000 
each, without the payment of direct 
or normal] income taxes on their 
holdings,” the Wisconsin group de- 
clared. 

“Widespread Demand.” 

“There are instances reported of 
individuals holding more than $20,- 
000,000 of such tax-exempt bonds, 
receiving incomes in excess of $700,- 
000 annually, and still escaping nor- 
mal income taxation. 

“At a time when Congress is con- 
sidering new.and additional taxes 
which will increase Federal reve- 
nues by several hundred million 
dollars anrfually upon those already 
taxed, we deem it proper that your 
committee shall: take further no- 


mand that laws shall be enacted to 
place a just share of the burden 
of taxation upon the holders of se- 
curities which ‘are now tax free.” 
The Progressives said they were 
addressing their appeal to the com- 
mittee because they understood the 


jtax bill would not be open to such 


an amendment from the floor.

Agriculture Department and 
Federal Power Commis- 
sion Also Protest Against 
Norris Plan. 


By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—-The | 
War Department registered opposi- | 
tion today to the Norris bill to set 


up a Mississippi Valley Authority 
to carry out flood control, irriga- 
tion, navigation and power projects 
in the Mississippi River basin. 

Secretary of War Dern, in a let- 
ter to the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee, opposed the bill, introduced 
by Senator Norris (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka. The Agriculture Department 
and the Federal Power Commission 
also said the bill would duplicate 
and conflict with their activities. 

After these communications were 
placed in the record of an Agri- 
culture sub-committee, the private 
utility industry, through Charles 
W. Kellogg, chairman of the Engi- 
neers’ Public Service Co., entered 
a protest against the measure on 
the ground it held even greater 
threats against power interests 
than the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity which Norris also sponsored. 

Dern Gives Reasons. 

Dern said the proposed MVA, 4a 
corporation of three members, 
“with broad powers to carry out 
large and varied public improve- 
ments at enormous cost over an 
extensive territory embracing al- 
most three-fourths of the United 
States, would function in the field 
of diminishing returns, and thus 
reduce the degree of control now 
maintained, with the inevitable re- 
sult of waste, increased overhead 
and loss of efficiency in execution. 

“The MVA would be essentially a 
field administrative agency charged 
with the execution of operations in 
an area comprising three-fourths 
of the United States. The limits of 
a field administrative agency 
should be such that its executive 
head can fully supervise the oper- 
ations within the territorial area 
without material loss fo time in 
visiting the works therein. 

“The most efficient results can 
be obtained from such an agency 
only when the kinds of work it has 
to do are of the same general type, 
or at least closely allied in charac- 
ter, 

“An enalrged field area in which 
the immediate executive is unable 
personally to supervise the activi- 
ties of the area, or which groups 
a number of activities involving 
widely different techniques, would 
require an inordinate nuntber of 
senior executives and greatly dis- 
proportionate overhead costs.” 
Agriculture Department's Stand. 

M. L. Wilson, as Acting Secretary 
of Agriculture, in his letter cau- 
tioned against a “duplication” of 
governmental activities that “might 
result in curtailment, or discontin- 
uance” of work in fields now con- 
trolled by that department. 

Frank R. McNinch, chairman of 
the Power Commission, said two 
sections of the bill authorizing the 
corporation to construct dams, 
reservoirs and power houses seemed 
“inconsistent with the policy and 
provisions of the Federal Power 
Act for National Planning and De- 
velopment through a determination 
that ‘each project’ adopted is / 
‘adapted’ to a comprehensive plan 
of water power development.” 

Kellogg, who said he spoke with- | 
out compensation for 894 private | 
utility companies in the Mississippi 
basin with m capital investment. of 
five billion dollars and which are 
serving 11,000,000 customers, con- 
tended the MVA bill would set up 
“ruinous competition” with private 
power companies.

As the Powers Arm. 

fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

UPPOSE Citizen Smith should leave 

his home on Main street with a re 
volver in his belt on a little hunt for rab- 
bits. And Citizen Jones, living across the 
atreet, seeing this, should deem it neces- 
sary to protect himself with two revolv- 
ers. And Smith should then conclude that 
he must be properly protected with three 
and the other should then supply himself 
with four, and so on, until both were 
weighted down with revolvers, supple- 
mented by machine guns, but always add- 
ing more in order to have the advantage 
of the neighbor. Both men would be 


deemed crazy. 
Yet this is exactly what is being done 


‘ by the so-called civilized nations of the 


earth in response to the insistent de- 


‘mands of munition makers, law makers, 


very few of whom eVer had the responsi- 


bility of taking care of a weekly payroll, 
‘and most powerful of all, our militant pa- 


triotic societies. And the result is a 


‘gateadily increasing burden upon the tax- 
» payers, their children and their grand- 


children. 

Our standing army, which a few years 
ago consisted of 25,000 men, must soon be 
increased to 2,500,000 men, so as to be 
able to lick the other fellow. And when 
that limit is reached, we shall again have 
to increase the number to 10,000,000 men 
go as to retain the advantage. 

Meanwhile, Holland, Sweden and Den- 
mark have concluded that the way to dis- 
arm is to disarm by reducing their mili- 
tary and naval forces to a police basis, 
and, strange as it may seem to our pa- 
triots, these nations are able to sleep 
quite as soundly at night as they did be- 
fore disarming. They have simply adopt- 
ed the Christian principle of non-resist- 
ance, better stated as non-aggression.

ABOR in the industries is demanding 
the 30-hour week. The plan is right

Bring the farmer’s prices 
up to where he can make a living by 
working 30 hours a week and it would be 
for him such a luxury as he hati never 
before known.

GOV. HORNER AND PATRONAGE. 

Sefiator James Hamilton Lewis, diplomatic as ever, 
is staying out of the fight over the Democratic nom- 
ination for Governor of Illinois, but the junior Sen- 
ator, William H. Dieterich of Beardstown, has come 
to the front for Dr. Hermar N. Bundesen, Kelly- 
Nash candidate. In a radio address the other night, 
Senator Dieterich made the statement that “party or- 
ganization is absolutely essential to party success,” 
and then went on to condemn officials with patron- 
age at their disposal who place party organizatio 
second in the distribution of jobs. : 

What Senator Dieterich was alluding to, of course, 
was Gov. Horner's retention of certain Republicans 
in important public posts and the appointment of Re- 
publicans to others. : 

A review of the executive departments in the Hor- 
ner administration shows that A. L. Bowen of Spring- 
field, Superintendent of Charities in the Emmerson 
administration, is now Director of Public Welfare; 
that W. C. Jones of Streator was held over as Super- 
visor of Paroles; that C. Herrick Hammond of i- 
cago was retained as State Supervising Architect; 
that Dr. A. C. Baxter of Springfield was continued as 
Assistant Director of Public Health. It also shows 
that L. M. Taylor of Monmouth, Superintendent of 
State Highway Police under Emmerson, served until 
recently as acting superintendent under Horner, and 
ts now’on duty as assistant; that Col. Frank D. 
Whipp of Springfield was continued as Superintend- 
ent of Prisons up to a short time dgo, and that John 
G. Millhouse of Litchfield retained the directorship 
of mines and minerals for a year after the change 
in administrations. 

In addition to these, three of the departmental di- 
rectors chosen by Gov. Horner are men said to have 
Republican backgrounds: Robert Kingery, Winnet- 
ka, Director of Public Works and Build:ngs; K. L. 
Ames Jr., Chicago, Director of Finance, and Ernest 
Palmer, Chicago, Director of Insurance. 

The Post-Dispatch has no interest in the personal 
fortunes of any candidate for Governor of Illinois. 
Our only concern is what should be the concern of 
every Illinois voter. This is the character of State 
government. A clean-out-of all office holders in a 
previous administration may make more jobs for 
the incoming party. It also disrupts administration 
and so is detrimental to carrying on the business of 
the State. 

In so far as Gov. Horner has retained efficient aids 
from the previous administration, he has contributed 
to the establishment of the public service of Illinois 
on a merit basis. In appointing several department 
heads with Republican backgrounds, he recognized 
the fact that thousands of Republicans voted for him 
in 1932—that he is Governor, not of one political 
party, but of the whole State. Two men with Re- 
publican backgrounds sit in the Roosevelt Cabinet— 
Secretaries Wallace and Ickes. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral in the Hoover Cabinet, William D. Mitchell, was 
a Democrat. : 

Gov. Horner’s answer to complaining party work- 
ers has been that he is interested primarily in effi- 
ciency in the State departments. That is the best 
possible answer. The criticism voiced by Senator 
Dieterich will carry little weight with those who 
place good government above the building up of a 
party machine.

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THE GRAND JURY ON TRAFFIC SAFETY. 

The St. Louis grand jury, in its final report, looks 
into the causes of automobile accidents and gives 
some constructive suggestions for curbing them. 

One important recommendation is,for a State driv- 
er’s license law. Here the grand jury joins hands 
with the safety organizations - and numerots indi- 
vidual citizens who have been urging this action on 
the Legislature for years. The loca] driver’s license 
ordinance is at best an insufficient safety measure, 
because, as the report points out, 30 per cent of 
the traffic law violators on St. Louis streets live out- 
side the city. 

Almost 100 licenses have been suspended here since 
the law took effect, three months ago. This method 
of curbing reckless drivers would bring far better 
results were every motorist in the State subject to 
such control. The grand jury report is another argu- 
ment that should be presented to the Legislature at 
its next session, for the purpose of obtaining this 
much-needed law. 

The grand jury also calls for compulsory inspec- 
tion of automobile brakes and lights. Defective parts 
undoubtedly play an important part in causing ac- 
cidents. If such conveyances as elevators, steam- 
boats and motor vehicles in interstate commerce are 
subject to official inspection, would it not be logical 
to extend the provision to private motor cars as well? 
Responsible drivers voluntarily look after these de- 
tails that make for safe driving, but the large number 
of irresponsible drivers can be reached only by com- 
pulsion. At the same time, it should be possible to 
arrange for inspection on a plan that will not. burden 
the driver unduly with another tax. 

Other suggestions of the grand jury that are worth 
consideration are those for more traffic police, for 
uniformity of traffic lights and stop signs and elim- 
ination of those that are unnecessary, for stricter 
enforcement of traffic ordinances applying to busses 
and street cars, for a lower speed limit when rainy 
weather or darkness prevails. The suggestion for.a 
jay-walking ordinance has already been tried, in an 
experimental pefiod, and found wanting. On the 
whole, however, the grand jury’s report makes a sig- 
nificant contribution to traffic safety in its proposals. 
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CO-ORDINATING THE DIRIGIBLE. 

The Germans deserve high praise and great credit 
for building the world’s outstanding dirigible, the 
Hindenburg, which has just completed a successful 
nonstop flight from Friedrichshafen to Rio de Jan- 
eiro. The Germans, be it noted, deserve high praise, 
not the Nazis. The latter, however, are claiming the 
construction of this magnificent airship as a Hitler 
accomplishment, and used it extensively in the recent 
campaign, They find it convenient to forget that all 
plans had been made and construction had begun in 
1932, before Hitler came to power,

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EDITING DEDHAM’S MONUMENT. 

Patriotic Dedham, Mass., has just discovered that 
the inscription on its World War memorial shaft, for 
Which $14,000 was paid six years ago, doesn’t say 
what it was meant to say. “Pax victis,” the lettering 
reads, and all along the Dedham citizens thought this 
meant “Peace to the victors.” But now a keen-eyed 
veteran, versed in Latin, discloses that the words 
mean “Peace to the vanquished,” and that the senti- 
ment intended by the townsmen should be expressed 
as “Paz, victoribus.” So now Dedham has voted $400 
to remove the present inscription and replace it with 
the latter form. 

But was it, in view of current developments, an er- 
ror to wish peace to the vanquished in the last war? 
Anxious councils of European statesmen at the pres- 
ent moment are fervently expressing the wish that 
the vanquished nation turn again to the paths of 
peace. The inscription might fittingly be left as is. 
However, in view of the past and present activities 
of the nations of the anxious statesmen, it might do 
with a bit of revision, at that, to make it read “Paz 
victis et victoribus.”

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830,000 GUINEA PIGS. 

Is smoke injurious to health? 

Dr. W. F. Draper, acting Surgeon-General, says 
very little proof exists that a definitely injurious ef- 
fect upon health is produced by smoke pollution. 

Medical] opinion in St. Louis—and medical opinion 
in St. Louis should carry weight on this subject— 
differs. Dr. Lee D. Cady, head of the St Louis Med- 
ical Society, says that irritation by smoke on the 
upper parts of the respiratory tract paves the way 
for infection Also, that deposits of carbon-like ma- 
terial found in St. Lotisan’s lungs contain numer- 
ous irritating gases that contribute to malignant 
growths. 

As it happens, a study is now in progress at the 
Barnard Free Skin and Cancer Hospital, according to 
the Weekly Bulletin of the St. Louis Medical Society, 
which “shows that certain animals in an artificially 
sooty atmosphere have at least six times as much 
cancer of the lung as those existing in the same at- 
mosphere which we breathe with them.” This study. 
as yet unfinished, may develop important facts as to 
the relation of smoke and scot to health. 

Meanwhile, we are a city of 830,000 guinea pigs be- 
cause we lack the gumption to purify the air and, 
during the long winter months, get relief from smoke 
only when the good Lord sends breezes to blow it 
away.

Mussolini’s Unhappy Warrior 


Because his military skill is Mussolini's 


‘only salvation in misguided enterprise,” 


Marshal Badoglio, who bluntly opposed the war, was entrusted with leadership 
in Ethiopia, writer says; he has turned it from a Blackshirt parade into a real 
campaign, after Gen. De Bono had failed to defeat “an inept savage rabble.”

shal Pietro Badoglio is marked for Amer- 

icans at once by his extraordinary resem- 
blance to Knute Rockne—even to his nose 
type, and to his wry manner of thrusting 
and cocking his head in speaking. He is un- 
usually self-contained in manner, and thrifty 
with speech. His voice is pleasing, kindly; 


[:: physical appearance and manner, Mar- 


* and belies his incisiveness. 


I watched Badoglio for many days; saw 
men fawn upon him, court him with flum- 
mery, but never receive greater reward than 
a cold eye and a jeering smile, I saw, liter- 
ally, hundreds of Fascist salutes given to 
him, and not once did he reply in kind, 
although he was never remiss in courtesy. 

One felt that when Marshal Badoglio got 
to Ethiopia, the Italian fortunes of war—in 
the military sense, at least—would be dif- 
ferent; and they have been. He quickly 
turned it from a Blackshirt parade into a 
professional military compaign. Heretofore, 
the advancing had all been done by askaris, 
with the regular troops consolidating, and 
the Blackshirt regiments coming along after 
the cameras had been set up; indeed, there 
was a common saying among the war cor- 
respondents: “The Blackshirts will fight to 
the last askari.” 

Badoglio put the least efficient Blackshirt 
soldiers to work on the roads; and he made 
the others step up and take a share in the 
fighting. Blackshirt troops appeared in cas- 
ualty lists for the first time. 

“” ” - 

One of Badoglio’s first stipulations to the 
correspondents was that names of com- 
manders or regiments must not be men- 
tioned in the dispatches. This was, in Eri- 
trea and Italy, considered a direct affront 
to Mussolini's son-in-law, Count Galezza Ci- 
ano, Minister of Propaganda, whose name 
and exploits, as well as those of Mussolini’s 
two sons, had been headlined in every daily 
communique. Ciano hurried back to Italy. 
Rumors appeared in the Fascist press, which 
Ciano controls, that Gen. Badoglio would be 
relieved and called home. Now, chastened 
and silenced, the soft-faced young Count, 
No. 2 man of the Fascist purple, has gone 
back to Eritr&g. 

Badoglio, personally, might be less appeal- 
ing to Mussolini than Anthony Eden, but 
the Marshal's professional qualifications are 
the Duce’s only salvation in his ill-starred 
and misguided African enterprise. 

If the Ethiopians were not the most over- 
rated fighters in the world—a poorly 
equipped, unorganized, starving, medieval 
horde, wasted by loathsome diseases—Ba- 
doglio might prove to be a little old-fash- 
ioned for the job in hand. While he is an 
admirable character, and Italy’s best soldier, 
he has most of the failings that are univer- 
sal among professional military men. 

Badoglio, trained in the artillery, has clut- 
tered up the mountain passes of Ethiopia 
with heavy guns. The first principle of 
mountainous colonial warfare is extreme 
lightness and mobility. That is how the Brit- 
ish fight on the Northwest frontier of India; 
it is how we fought the Southwest Indians. 
Badoglio, however, has given his expedition 
into primitive Ethiopia all the artillery re- 
sources of a European army. 

No one who has seen Ethiopian mud: vil- 
lages believes this concentration of heavy 
guns has any utility, except, perhaps, that 


of giving the assurance of familiarity to 
Badoglio. If he had left his cannon on the 
emplacements, his march through Ethiopia 
would have been much swifter and carried 
farther than Amba Alajji. 

Whether Mussolini conceived his Ethiopi- 
an adventure to be the first step in the re- 
creation of the ancient Roman Empire, at 
the expense of the modern British Empire, 
or whether he was inspired by home politics, 
is something few people know. First, he 
asked Vinci, the Italian Ambassador to Ethi- 
opia, for full reports and opinions. Yinci 
drew up a glowing prospectus for his chief. 

“This abundant land will fall into Your 
Excellency’s lap like a ripe plum that is 
coated with gold and silver,” he reported in 
effect. “Your legions will be greeted with 
flowers instead of bullets—and they will only 
have to ride in their trucks from the sea- 
coast to Addis.” 

* + * 

Even his enemies, in and out of Italy, con- 
cede that Il Duce was badly misinformed, 
and had the lion by the tail before he knew 
that it was not stuffed. This was apparent 
from the first moment of the Italian push. 
It was plain even to Ambassador Vinci, who 
knows Mussolini’s temper and refused to 
leave Addis, when orders came from Rome: 
“Come home. I want to talk to you.” He 
clung to the doorjambs and sobbed, accord- 
ing to news reports from Addis, when the 
black soldiers arrived to haul him to the 
railroad station. 

Determined upon war, Mussolini sum- 
moned head officers of the General Staff 
and requested their several estimates of the 
force necessary. Badoglio immediately told 
Mussolini that he opposed the African ad- 
venture; that it would prove to be danger- 
ous, costly, a matter of years—and probably 
fruitless in the end. Mussolini then made 
it a point of Badoglio’s duty; and the Mar- 
shal got out his pencil. 

After several days of head-scratching, the 
military great minds came back; Graziani 
wanted 1,000,000 men; De Bono 750,000; Ba- 
doglio 500,000. The Duce had one of his apo- 
plectic moments; tore up the plans, shooed 
the master brains out, and said don’t come 
back until you have agreed. Presently they 
trooped in with a joint estimate of 150,000. 
Mussolini scratched that out, wrote in 300,- 
000, and said, “Let’s go.” Badoglio now has 
in Africa about 500,000 soldiers, his original 
figure. 

De Bono, little pal of the march on Rome, 
was bundled off to march on Addis. He 
managed to get to Adowa, a few miles from 
the border, and sat down. Mussolini needed 
favorable headlines, at home and abroad; 
the amazing spectacle of an overpowering, 
highly modernized, splendidly equipped Eu- 
ropean army tripping over its own feet in 
the face of an inept savage rabble did not, 
however, provide them. 

Badoglio, as Chief of Staff, went down to 
Africa Orientale to inspect the situation: 
and when he returned to Rome, he said 
some plain things to Mussolini. De Bono 
smelled a shift coming and tried to forestall 
it by a new spurt, which bore him to Ma- 
kale. I saw the Italian newspaper accounts 
of this, and you might have thought Verdun 
had fallen. In truth, the whole time he was 
in Africa, De Bono never heard a rifle fired 
in anger.

INCREASE OF $59,000,000 
IN EXPORTS OF COTTON

creases in the export of American <arm 
products is reported by the Division of 
Foreign Crops and Markets. 

During the first eight months of the 
fiscal year, 1935-36, the report said, ex- 
ports increased 17 per cent over the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding year. This 
compares with an increase of only 13 per 
cent for non-agricultural commodities. 

The value of agricultural exports during 
the period was given as $587,000,000, an 
increase of $84,000,000 over the same pe- 
riod of the next preceding crop year. 

The predominant factor in the in- 
creased total value was a $59,000,000 in- 
crease in the value of cotton exports. This 
24 per cent increase in value was Ac- 
companied by a 32 per cent rise in quan- 
tity, from 3,733,000 to 4,931,000 bales of 
five hundred pounds. The second largest 
increase in value was reported for bright 
flue-cured tobacco, exports of which rose 
$18,000,000. This rise of 20 per cent 
in value was accompanied by a 30 per cent 
rise in quantity. 

Significant increases in export values oc- 
curred also in canned fruit, which rose 
almost $7,000,000 during the period; fresh 
apples, which fose more than $5,000,000; 
and oranges, which rose $3,000,000. In 
each case the increases in value were ac- 
companied by important increases in the 
corresponding quantities exported, so that | 
the expansion represented a recovery of for- 
eign markets rather than a further in- 
crease in prices. 

Simultaneously with those increases, sev- 
eral important decreases were noted in 
the value of farm exports. The largest of

of lard exports. Other important 
creases were those of more than $2,000,000 
in fresh pork, and $2,000,000 each in 
wheat and wheat ‘lour. 

It was explained that because of the 
length of the hog-production cycle, the de- 
crease in pork and lard exports reflected 
the fullest effect of the fodder and feed 
shortage which followed the 1934 drouth. 
In the case of wheat, there now has been 
three successive bad growing years, so that 
domestic supplies are severely reduced. 

The seasonably-adjusted index of volume 
of American farm exports during February 
was 55 per cent of the pre-war average as 
compared with 54 per cent for the pre 
ceding February. Although this represents | 
a fall from the indices of 76 and 57 for 
December and January, respectively, the 
average monthly index during the first | 
eight months of the current fiscal year was 
63.4 compared with an average of 56.6) 
for thé same period of the previous fiscal | 
year. The change represents a 12 per 
cent rise in quantity.

A 
friend there showed him how to 
write obituary notices. This fas- 
cinated him, and he became a re 
porter. He developed into a copy- 
reader and later became an adver- 
tising writer. He was fired from 
two jobs becauge he sang while he 
worked. 

It was during his newspaper 
days, while still singing to the pho- 
nograph, that he met David Bisp- 
ham, the great American baritone 
of the time. Bispham had heard, 
from another newspaper man, of 
the “reporter who sang,’ and was 
anxious to meet him. A friend ar- 
ranged the méeting, and Eddy sang 
for the great master, who promised 
that the youth would hear from 


him. 
Z David Bipsham, he_ returned 
home to find a large envelope 
awaiting him. It contained a pho- 
tograph of David Bipsham. And 
the autograph read, “To Nelson 
Eddy, the coming baritone—or I 
miss my guess. David Bipsham.” 

He returned to Bispham and 
asked the maestro if those flatter- 
ing words had meant that he would 
teach him. The maestro would. 
Nelson said, “I can’t give up my 
job, you know. I have a good game. 
Advertising. It takes most of my 
time. Besides, lessons cost money 
and a copy-man makes very little. 

“Singing is a good game, too,” 
said Bispham. “It's been pretty 
good to me.” 

After several serious and per- 
suasive talks, Bispham finally con- 
vineced this practical young man 
that a little study couldn’t hurt 
him and might open new and lu- 
crative fields to him. It was the 
new and lucrative fields that pre 
vailed upon Nelson, not the lure of 
the lights nor the applause of ad- 
miring throngs. 

They were not destined to be of 
a very long duration, those first 
lessons. For scarcely had they got 
well under way when Bispham 
died. And then Nelson tried one 
teacher and another, learned the 
operatic roles of “Aida” and “Pag- 
liacci,” sang with the Philadelphia 
Civic Opera company and with the 
Savoy company, an organization 
devoted to giving the works of Gil- 
bert & Sullivan. He joined the 
Plays and Players, a Little Theater 
group, and appeared in two of their 
plays, singing and dancing. The 
Plays and Players, by the way, 
only engaged Nelson after thumb- 
ing the pages of the Social Regis- 
ter and finding the Eddy name 
safely listed among the socially de 
sirable. 

Then Eddy drifted from one 
teacher to another, 11 Im all, until 
he heard of the method of one Wil 
liam W. Vilonat. He studied with 
Vilonat in New York, Paris and 
Dresden.

Everyone wanted to know 
who he was. The newspapers re- 
sponded with his first Philadelphia 
publicity. 

He soon found himself in other 
amateur theatricals. He sang lead- 
ing parts in several performances 
of Gilbert and Sullivan comic 
operas with the Savoy Company. 


About a year later, a competition 
was held among Philadelphia sing- 
ers and Eddy won his way into the 
part of Amonarsro, in “Aida,” pre- 
sented at the Academy of Music by 
the Philadelphia Civic Opera Com- 
pany. 

His debut in professional grand 
opera came in 1924, when he sang 
the part of Tonio in “Pagliacci,” at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, with 
the Philadelphia Civic Opera Com- 
pany. In the spring of 1933, while 
on one of his national concert tours, 
Eddy gave a recital at the Philhar- 
monic Auditorium in Los Aggeles.
